Soviet Planes Emerge 
From Clouds—Two Die, 
20 Hurt

HELSINKI, Jan. 13.—A squad- 
ron of Soviet airplanes bombed 
Helsinki shortly before 2 p.m. to- 
day. An official communique 
Said that the raiders dropped ap- 


proximately 30 to 40 bombs at 
various points. First reports in- 


dicated that two perscns were 
killed and 20 others wounded. 
Several big buildings were set 


afire, 

One of the Soviet planes was re- 
ported to have been shot down 
over Helsinki. Coins from the pi- 
lot's pockets fell into the streets, | 
and were picked up. 

Several large holes appeared in 
the ice of the harbor, where, it was 
believed, an engine from a Soviet 
plane crashed to earth, 

One bomb struck a_ hospital} 
courtyard and another large bomb 
exploded a mile from the Hotel | 
Kemp where newspapermen were | 
quartered. Although a mile away, 


the explosion shook the hotel 
building. 

The Soviet planes emerged from 
the clouds at 1:50 p.m. The first 


bombs fell as air raid sirens shriek- 
ed their warning. All communica- 
tion with the outside world was de- 
layed for several hours and it was 
impossible to put through telephone 
connections to either Copenhagen 
or Stockholm.

While the infantry halted 
for a breather, whippet-like Bren 
gun carriers sped into action, scat- 
tering boxes of ammunition at stra- 
tegic points to be retrieved by the 
attackers. The artillery barrage 
crashed out again, the men went 
over the top and a few minutes lat- 
er the final objective had been won. 

It was a grand show, but its 
sequel left this correspondent 
badly shaken and nursing a split- 
ting headache. It all happened 
because I was curious to discov- 
er the sensation of a ride in one 
of thost perky Bren gun carriers. 

And now I know. To the unini- 
tiated it is something like rolling 
down hill inside a 
sealed boiler, half filled with scrap 
iron. But I have an idea the driver 
just could not resist the temptation 
of giving a tenderfoot “the works”.

China's 450,000,000 are solidly 
behind the National Central gov- 
ernment in its resistance of Jap- 
anese invasion and are confident

This statement was made here Sat- 
urday by F. Y. Yang, graduate of 
the University of Shanghai and res- 
ident of Chung King, interior China. 
Mr. Yang was chairman of the Chin- 
ese delegation of 30 which attended 
the World Youth Congress at New 
York last year. At present he is 
touring to obtain the reaction of 
Canadian anq American people to 
China’s problems and to explain the 
vital issues underlying the present 
conflict in the Far East, 


WILL SPEAK 


Mr, Yang plans to address Chin- 
ese here Sunday at a meeting spon- 
sored by the Chinese Benevolent 
Association, and tentative plans are 
being made for him to speak at a 
public meeting in the city early next 
weck, 


On his present tour he has visited 
England, Italy and France, and on 
his Canadian trip he has visited 
Vancouver and Calgary. He plans to 
visit eastern Canada and the United 
States before returning to China, 


“China's problem is a world 
problem,” Mr. Yang said. “It’s the 
struggle of democracy against dic- 
tatorship, In resisting Japan, 
China’s objective is two-fold—to 
fight for our freedom and nation- 
al independence as well as the 
true principle of democracy for 
which our Canadian friends are 
fighting so loyally on the Euro- 
pean front today. 

“China's 450,000,000 are solidly 
united behing their government and 
are confident in their conviction 
that China will win in the long run.” 


HITLER'S HEEL 


Mr. Yang said he was firmly con- 
vinced that if Japan's invasion of 
Manchuria had been successfully | 
halted European countries would 
not have felt the heel of Hitler. He 
urged that Hitler had been encour- 
aged by Japan's action and had fol- 
lowed similar tactics in his invasion 
of Czecho-Slovakia, Austria and Po- 
land, 


The visitor stressed the fact that} 
China was pursuing a policy of re-| 
construction at home while holding} 


off the invaders, Even though most 
of the coastal provinces and cities 
had been occupied by the Japanese, 
the Chinese had been able to estab- 
lish and consolidate industrial cen- 
tres in southwestern China, partic- 
ularly in Scechuen, Yenan and 
Krangshi provinces. In these sec- 
tions successful projects were under 
way in the construction of roads and 
the establishment of air lines. 


Mr. Yang further declared that 
the so-called Russian - Japanese 
truce was just military strategy 
and not sincere diplomacy, 

“China is sympathetic to the Al- 
lied cause, We, too, are fighting for 
real democracy and freedom,’ Mr. 
Yang said,

The war Joan to which subscriptions 
are being asked on Monday is for $200,- 
000,000. This is a rather smaller sum than 
was to be expected, since the war is cost- 
ing the Dominion about $1,000,000 per 
day. The total may be increased how- 
ever, if holders of bonds maturing in 
March choose to convert their holdings 
into the new bonds, which some of them 
are likely to do. ‘If conversions are many, 
this may be the only war loan sought dur- 
ing the present year. 

The term is 12 years, and the rate of 
interest 314 per cent. That is as high a 
rate as anyone should ask in time of war, 
quite as high as the country—which means 
the tax-payers—can afford to pay. The 
security is the best possible. Bonds may 
be bought in amounts as small as $50. 
Canadians have a total of $1,750,000,000 
in savings accounts, drawing a substan- 
tially lower rate of interest. The new 
issue should be heavily over-subscribed. 
Those wanting bonds will do well to apply 
early, else they may be disappointed. 


Mines In The Irish Sea 


A British tanker struck a mine and 
sank in the Irish Sea—the first vessel to 
be blown up on Britain’s western coast, 
Where one mine was planted no doubt 
others were also set, or are being set, per- 
haps whole fields of them. Raeder’s 
mine-laying submarines, it is assumed, 
have enlarged their ambitions, and now 
intend to cut the old lands off from over- 
sea commerce by a mine-blockade. 

If they could succeed to the extent to 
which they have disrupted commerce in 
the North Sea, that would be a serious 
matter for Britain. Its western gates have 
been the only mine-free outlets and inlets 
through which it could send exports and 
bring in return cargoes of food and other 
supplies vital to its people, and munitions 
without which its fighting power would 
be weakened. 

The threat is a sérious matter also for 
Eire. That closely situated but remotely 
related portion of the Empire depends on 
the British market to absorb its surplus 
cattle and other products. If the Irish 
Sea and its approaches are or are to be 
strewn with Nazi mine fields, this trade 
will be subject to risks, losses and inter- 
ruptions which will spell bad times for 
Eire, 

Mines are no respectors of neutrality, 
and Eire cargo ships will go to the bottom 
with the rest should these death-traps be 
set in numbers in the narrow seas. 


All In the Family 


General Franco is doing something to 
redeem himself in world opinion by ship- 
ping to Finland tanks, artillery, machine 
guns and other weapons which he cap- 
tured from the Republicans. This equip- 
ment is said to be of Russian’ origin, 
which won’t make Franco any more popu- 
lar at Moscow and perhaps not at Berlin. 
He is said to consider also sending the 
Finns the tanks, artillery and other fight- 
ing machines the Italians were good 
enough to leave in Spain when their le- 
gions departed, and which would probably 
exceed in numbers and usefulness the Rus- 
sian-made implements already on the way. 

Beside the equipment from Spain, now 
passing through France, direct shipments 
of Italian munitions are also going by that 
route, Herr Hitler having refused to let 
his axis partner send them through Ger- 
many, out of consideration for the feel- 
ings, fortunes and possible reactions of his 
new associate. 

Thus while—ostensibly at least—Hit- 
ler is doing what he can to help Stalin 
conquer the Finns, his more or less con- 
tinuing ally and his late protege are sup- 
plying the Finns with arms and ammuni- 
tion to further decimate the Red army- 
upon whose success Hitler must depend 
to get the supplies Stalin promised him 
but can’t deliver while he has a war of 
his own on hand. 

One guess being as good as another, 
the open question is whether Franco and 
Mussolini are double-crossing Hitler or 
Hitler double-crossing Stalin. 


his Different War 


After being suspended for several 
weeks, recruiting of reinforcements for 
Canada’s Active Service Force was re- 
sumed last week. The object, as explain- 
ed in Ottawa despatches, is to enlist 7,-

now in England, and also to bring units 
of the Second Division up to full strength. 

This off-and-on method of inviting 
men to enlist is in marked contrast to the 
procedure in the war of 1914-18. Then the 
recruiting offices were kept open continu- 
ously and active measures were taken to 
attract recruits — supplemented by un- 
official pressure from employers and 
social busybodies which savored strongly 
of Prussianism in disguise. Now men who 
wish to join up have to wait the oppor- 
tunity. 

The difference in method illustrates 
and emphasizes the difference between the 
circumstances then and now. Men are not 
needed now in the numbers required in the 
early years of the former war. There is— 
as yet—only one front on which land 
troops are actually engaged, and not much 
fighting there. To build up supports, and 
reserves for possible new developments 
is the job in hand, and this is being done 
according to the judgment of the Allied 
authorities as to the numbers prospect- 
ively required. 

While in some quarters there appear 
to be misgivings because Canadian youths 
are not again being enlisted in scores of 
thousands, there should be deep gratitude 
that this is not necessary, and fervent 
hope that it never will be necessary.

No Easy Struggle 
Britain's chief strength in war is calm deter- 
mination, And our chief weakness is over- 
confidence, the easy assumption that victory is 
So certain as to make any overwhelming effort 
unnecessary. The Allies’ strategy in the present 
war is to stand on the defensive by land, and to 


blockade Germany until her economic system 
cracks and the latent political dissensions come 
to the surface and sweep Hitlerism away. That 
is the right strategy. First, because the naval 
and economic power of Britain and France are 
their strongest weapons. Secondly, because vic- 
tory by this method will bring the least blood- 
shed, misery and bitterness. But if we rely on 
these methods for victory, we must use them 
relentlessly. We must not count on a half- 
hearted economic warfare bringing Hitler to his 
knees in no more than a few months.—London 
Daily Herald. 


The Monoxide Menace 

It seems incredible that year after year the 
coming of cold weather should be the signal for 
deaths from carbon monoxide gas fumes in gar- 
ages. Surely it would appear that if there is one 
thing about which the public should be com- 
pletely informed, it is of the danger of running 
an internal combustion engine in an unventilated 
place. Yet already this year, although we have 


. had comparatively little extreme cold and al- 


most no snow to complicate the problems of en- 
tering and leaving garages, accidents from gas 
poisoning have begun. 

The insidiousness of the gas is its greatest 
danger, second, of course, to its deadliness. There 
is neither smoke nor smell to it and its first 
effect is the paralysis of the motor muscles, so 
that while the victim may remain conscious of 
his impending fate for a few seconds he is quite 
unable to save himself. Moreover, the ordinary 
ceiling ventilafors, which are to a certain extent 
effective in the case of light, volatile gases such 
ag that used for illumination and cooking, are 
useless completely before it literally spills out of 
a high-priced ventilator like a liquid. Not many 
private garages, the scene of the very great 
majority of fatal gas poisoning accidents, are 
equipped with fan-driven ventilators which, by 
moving the air in either direction, will do away 
with the danger. 

There are one or two quite simple rules that, 
if observed, would end monoxide gas poisoning 
today: stop your engine when you stop your car 
in any small enclosed place; if an engine must 
be warmed up before driving, back immediately 
till the exhaust is outside the threshold; never 
leave garage doors so they can blow against the 
back of a running car. 

There are some motor accidents which are 
not preventable—very, very few, but still some, 
Death by carbon monoxide gas poisoning is not 
one of them.—Montreal Star, 


Nickel 

When the Canadian Pacific Railway was 
blasting its way westward from Sudbury, Ont., 
in 1883, an unusual rock formation was exposed 
to view. It was bronze in color, tinged with 
green. And then and there a great Canadian 
industry was born, for the ore that was un- 
covered was the first showing of the nickel- 
copper deposits upon which was built the struc- 
ture of the important Canadian organization, 
the International Nickel Company of Canada, 
which today not only gives direct employment 
to more than 12,000 Canadians, but also is a 
vital factor in the progress of many other 
national undertakings. 

In 1932, in order to dispel certain mis- 
conceptions which had been prevalent regarding 
the industry, the International Nickel Company 
published a series of institutional advertise- 
ments. So successful was ‘the campaign that the 
company has continued it right up to the 
present, and recently issued a book in which 
the progress of the campaign is traced. 

One of the first misunderstandings which 
it was found necessary to counteract was the 
impression that nickel was a war metal. It is 
true that in 1902, when International Nickel 
Company was formed, one of the first uses of 
the metal on a large scale was for nickel stee! 
for armor plate, and at that time about 90 per 
cent of the nickel consumed was used in the 
manufacture of armaments and munitions of 
war. But, so effective was the metal found to 
be in the development of alloys for general 
use, that today the very reverse is true—90 per 
cent of the world’s production is absorbed in 
general industrial application. 

But nickel remains a very important mate- 
rial in the production of war material, and for 
this reason Canada, which produces a pre- 
ponderantly large proportion of the world’s 
supply, becomes a very necessary factor in the 
Empire's war effort. It must not be forgotten 
that this is only one phase of nickel’s usefulness, 


and that it will remain as one of the outstand- , 


ing items in Canadian economy in peacetime

Sacro-iliac injuries are capable of 
causing much pain and soreness in 
In 
severe injuries the pain is so ex- 
treme the patient is helpless in bed 
and may be laid up anywhere frum 
several days to several weeks, Mild- 
er injuries may allow the patient to 
remain on his feet, but he will com- 
plain that the movements of sitting, 
rising from a@ chair, or getting out} 
of bed, cause pain. 

Thoge who are familiar with anat- | 
omy will recall that the sacrum is 
a bone of triangular shape which 
fosms the base of the spine. On 
either side it is joined to a bone 
called the ilium, and these two joints 
where the sacrum meets the ilia are 
called the sacro-iliac joints. 

One of these joints is sometimes 
injured during a fall, during heavy 
lifting or when stooping over, be- 
cause of the joint being twisted in|

ping movement, This is called a 
facro-iliac slip or displacement, 
When the patient describes it, he 
says “The sacro-iliac comes out,” 

In some cases, no actual slip oc-| 
curs but the part sustains an injury | 
called a sprain. In those patients 
having a tendency to rheumatism 
or arthritis, the injury around the 
sacro-iliac may eause rheumatic tox- 
ins to be deposited, with # resulting 
soreness. | 

Patients having once experienced | 
a sacro-iliac injury commonly te- 
port that the affected joint contin- 
ues to be tender even after they sre 
Supposedly recovered. They also) 
report that the pain is likely to be-| 
come worse in cold weather and on! 
cold winter mornings they may| 
awaken with so much discomfert in 
the lower back that they find it 
hard to get out of bed. 

Apparently in these cases the i- 
jured joint remains in a weakened 
condition and there is a strong pos- 
sibility that stumbling or falling will 
bring on a return of the trouble. | 
Such patients therefore learn to be 
careful as they walk, in an effort to 
avoid falling 

The first work done in correcting 


true sacro-iliac slips was done by 
osteopaths, who worked out a man- 
ipulative treatment which is often 
successful in returning to normal 
Position the part which has slipped 
out of place. As a general rule, it 
is advantageous to secure a manipus 
lative treatment of this kind as soon 
as possible after the injury takes 
place, After the treatment it may 
be a good plan to strap up the area 
with adhesive tape. The applica- 
tion of heat usually provides a meas 
ure of relief from the pain and dise 
comfort,

With a minimum of 
text and explanatory matter and 
yet enough to drive home his 
point, he gives a large numter of 
music type examples, whicn give 
the student many opportunities of 
working out examples and seeing 
for himself. He introduces the 
student to counterpoint at an early 
stage so that freedom and snooth- 
ness in writing may be achieved, 
His text is readable and readily 
understood. There are appen- 
dices, including exercises and 
notes on harmonizing meiodies, 
Altogether this is a most excellent 
book which merits a warm recep- 
tion and wide circulation,

The second book is A Manual 
of Ear-Training and Sight-Read- 
ing by Gladys Willan. This is 
a collection of “Exercises and 
tests based upon the examina- 
tion requirements of the junior, 
intermediate and senior grades 
in sight-singing of the Toronto 
Conservatory of Music.” An in- 
formative Preface has heen 
written by Dr, Healey Willan, 
While the book is mostly a ser- 
jes of exercises, there are many 
helpful hints given, The ar- 
rangement of the book is admir- 
ably adapted to its avowed ob- 
ject. The author points out that 
“Good progress can be made by 
individual practice, but far bet- 
ter resuls are obtainable through 
the co-operation of several stu- 
dents, who will alternate at the 
piano and play the accompani- 
ments.”
